Upon the petition of the Vermont Marble Company, we have, 
during the past year, discontinued that part of School street which 
ran from McDeavitt's barn to near the meat market, and have laid out 
a road in its place higher up the hill. The Vermont Marble Company 
gave the land for the new road and built the new road wholly at its 
own expense. The change we consider a very desirable one for the 
town. 

A tew years ago the selectmen temporarily removed the highway 
at the foot of Patch hill farther to the east, in order to permit the 
Vermont Marble Company to operate its sand bed. That permission 
was granted upon the condition that the Vermont Marble Company 
should construct such temporary highway and maintain the same while 
used, and also that when the company's excavations were completed 
it should rebuild the permanent road at its own expense, upon a new 
grade, in a thorough manner, and to the satisfaction of the selectmen 
of the town. That has now been done, and the permanent roadway is 
much improved thereby.
